Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner and Applicant's representative discussed a possible claim 
amendment to claim 1 in view of the Sholder et al. reference. In particular, the proposed claim amendment would be to 
insert "spontaneous" in claim 1, line 22 before "ventricular" such that the second analyzing means must detect a 
spontaneous ventricular tachycardia and prolong the claimed delay in response thereto. Such amendment would 
require further search and/or consideration, and thus would most likely not be entered after final. However, Examiner 
agreed to preliminarily review the Sholder et al. reference in view of the proposed amendment. Subject to further 
review of the Sholder et al. reference, it appears such an amendment overcomes the rejection based on Sholder et al. 
as applied in the Final Rejection of 5/10/06, because the pacemaker of Sholder et al. changes the P-V delay and 
evaluates the resulting cardiac cycle in response to a detected pacemaker mediated tachycardia rather than a 
spontaneous ventricular tachycardia (see, col. 14, lines 39-58 and col. 15, lines 20-40). 
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
